In key testimony. Miss John- 
son said she and two others of 
the nine apartment occupants 
were being held at gunpoint 
by police in the kitchen of the 
apartment after having Sur- 
rendered without resistance. 

; Prosecuting attorney How- 
ard Savage asked, “Did you 
hear anything?" 

“I heard someone say ‘He’s 
barely alive’ or he’ll barely 
make it’ ” I 

“Did you hear more shots?” 
Savage asked. 

“Yes,” Miss Johnson replied. 

She said the shots appar- 
ently came from a “dining 
room area m the front of the 
house,” in the general direc- 
tion of the place where she 
1 later saw the body of Panther 
: leader Mark Clark. ,
